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REPORT OF SECRETARY OF STATE. 



The State of Texas, 
' , DEPAETMENT OP STATE, 

Austin, January 1, 1882. 

To His Excellency 0. Mi Roberts, 

Governor of Texas: 
Sir — I have the honor to submit my report of the business trans- 
acted in the Department of State during the year ending December 
31, 1881. 

LAWS AND JOURNALS. 

The session acts and journals of the Seventeenth Legislature were 
printed by the contractors, A. H. Belo & Co., as soon as possible after 
the adjournment of that body. 

As required by law, I read the proof of the laws, prepared the 
index, and superintended the printing. Nine thousand copies of the 
laws and five hundred copies of the journals were printed, and one 
copy each distributed to members of the Legislature, and to all State 
and county oflBcers entitled by law to receive thenj. 

The reserve supply of journals of 1881 and previous years were 
burned, except bound office copies. Of session acts on hand, I suc- 
ceeded in saving the following :

FILES, RECORDS, ETC. 

Upon the recommendation of my predecessor, Hon. John D. Tem- 
pleton, the Legislature appropriated $300 for the preservation of valua- 
ble files and records. The money was judiciously expended, and the 
archives of the office were, at the time of the burning of the capitol, 
more securely and systematically arranged than ever before. 
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I am glad to be able to report that, through the valuable assistance 
of the citizens of Austin and the employees of the Comptroller's Office 
and Land Office, the files and records were nearly all saved. I have not, 
however, since the removal of the office, had the room or the facilities 
for re-arranging them, and would respectfully ask your excellency to 
recommend an appropriation for this purposed v,^ - 

REVISED STATUTES. 

« 

Under the law authorizing the Secretary of State to sell the Eevised 
Statutes, two hundred and eighty-eight copies have been sold during 
the year, for which the State has received $720. The supply having 
been so much reduced by the fire, I discontinued the sale, and am now 
distributing only to the courts. I saved sixty copies in good condi- 
tion, and five hundred copies which were greatly damaged. These the 
Printing Board, at my request, have had rebound. I would suggest 
that one thousand copies be printed from the plates owned by the 
State, and now. in the hands of Belo & Co., in Galveston. 

TEXAS REPORTS. 

By virtue of the authority conferred on me by an act of the Legis- 
lature entitled, *'An act to procure from the publishing house owning 
copyrights certain volumes of the early reports of the Supreme 
Court," approved March 15, 1881, a contract was made with Gilbert 
Book Company, of St Louis, to furnish, at four dollars per copy, three 
hundred copies each of volumes 1, 2, 3, 15, 16, 17, 19, 26, 27, and Dal- 
lam. These books, except two volumes, were received late in the 
year, and were burned before reports from the district clerks, asked for 
in October, had been received., There are now on hand, including the 
damaged copies rebound by order of the Printing Board :

scattering 110 votes. 

Galveston having received the laigest number of votes, which vote cast fbr said locality amounts to 
over one-third of the votes cast, I hereby declare that Galveston has been selected by the people as the 
location of the medical department of the university.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

The amendments to the Constitution proposed by the Seventeenth 
Legislature were submitted by the Governor to a vote of the people at 
the election held September 6, 1881, and were defeated by the follow- 
ing vote : 

For amendment to Article 5 (Judiciary) 20,149 votes. 

Against amendment to Article 6 (Judiciary) 36,64T votes. 

For amendment to Article 3 (Legislative) 12,493 votes. 

Against amendment to Article 3 (Legislative) 44,569 votes. 

REWARDa 

Eewards for the apprehension of fugitives have been, with few ex- 
ceptions, offered only upon the issuance of requisitions on other States, 
and in amounts just sufficient to cover the expenses and reasonable 
compensations for the time of agents executing the same. 

REQUISITIONS AND WARRANTS. 

The record shows that your excellency has issued during the year 
one hundred and thirty-nine requisitions on other States for the re- 
turn of fugitives from justice ; and fifty warrants on requisitions re- 
ceived from governors of other,States. 

PARD0N& 

Eeasons for the exercise of executive clemency, as required by the 
Constitution, have been filed in this department An examination of 
these reasons indicate that the policy has been to grant pardons upon 
certificates of meritorious conduct^ and the superintendent reports that 
this rule has had fine effect in stimulating convicts to render strict 
obedience to the rules of the penitentiary. In pardoning and shorten- 
ing sentences of children from twelve to fourteen years of age, and in 
releasing decrepid and diseased persons, a sound public policy has been 
observed, and the dictates of humanity heeded. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

The correspoiidence of the office is necessarily very large. All let- 
ters have been promptly answered. 

BOARDS. 

The law makes the Secretary of State a member of the Printing 
Board, the Board of Education, and the Fuel Board. Separate re- 
ports will, I presume, be made by these boards, hence it is unnecessary 
for me to say more than that I have attended upon the meetings and 
performed the duties required of me, 

DEPARTMENT EMPLOYEES. 

I take pleasure in stating that my assistants, Messrs. H. L. Spain 
John I. Callaway, and R G. Ellis, have rendered faithful and efficient 
service.
